Auburn, Ala., Aug. 15.—It 
is evident that the poultry clul 
members of Alabama will -es 
tablish a new record in 1922 
A complete report of the year’: 
work cannot be made until lat« 
in the fall, but reports from th: 
county -home demonstration 
agents on the accomplishment: 
to date show many surprising 
results. 

Only thirty-five of the sixty 
seven Alabama counties hav: 
home demonstration agents, 
and their reports show thai 
during the spring 92,800 pure 
bred eggs and 9,790 baby 
chicks were placed with club 
members. In practically  ev- 
ery case only purebred eggs 
were used, and in the majority 
of counties an excellent ste} 
toway'd poultry standardization 
was taken. The 1922 results 
are more than four times as 
great as those of 1921. 

In addition to buying pure- 
bred baby chicks and eggs 
several of the club member: 
bought incubators, breoder 
coops, and many of them sue- 
ceeded in having new poultry 
houses built or old ones re- 
paired, 

The agents report differeni 
methods for financing the poul- 
try club girls. Some took 
their eggs on the endless-chai 
method; some bought them out 
right; and others borrowec 
money to buy them. Banks, 
hoards of education, poultry 
associations, business men, and 
professional men are cooperat- 
ine in the work. 

Progress is general through- 
out Alnbama, but Etowah, 
Montgomery, Gimestone, Gene- 
va, Lauderdale, Colbert, Frank 
lin, Conecuh, Blount, Henry

LOVALEMPLOYEES 


Tell President Rardtag Old and 
New Men Must Be Protected 
in Strike Setilement. 


NOT A MATTER OF CHOICE 


Faithful Employees Have Both Legal 
and Moral Rights to Seniority 
and Other Benefits, 


New York—-The keynote of the re- 
ply made by railway executives repre- 
senting more than 180 Class IT Rail- 
rouds of the United States to the prop- 
osition of President Harding, that “all 
strikers be returned to their work and 
their former positions with seniority 
and other rights unimpaired,” lies in 
the last paragraph from their reply 
to. the President as follows: 

“It is submitted that the strik- 
ing former employees cannot be given 
preference to employees at present in 
the service without doing violence to 
every principle of right and justice 
involved in this matter, and without 
the grossest breach of faith on the 
part of the railroads to the men at 
present in their service. 

“Under these circumstances, it be- 
comes apparent that the railroads 
cannot consider any settlement of the 
present strike which does not pro- 
vide protection jn their present em- 
ployment both to the loyal employees 
who remained in the service and to 
the new employees entering it.” 


The executives had accepted the 
first two conditions proposed by the 
President, namely, that both employ- 
ers und employees accept the decisions 
of the Labor Board, and that all law 
suits growing out of the strike be 
withdrmuvn: und in relation to the 
third condition spoke not only as 
quoted above, but also as follows: 

Agree With the President 

“The railroad executives and miun- 
agers agree entirely with the Presi 
dent's statement in his letter that ‘it is 
wholly unthinkable that the Railroad 
Labor Board can be mude a useful 
agency of the Government in maintain: 
ing industrial peace in the railway 
service unless employers and workers 
are both prompt and unquestioning in 
their acceptance of its decisions,’ 

“Many men in the service refused to 
join the strike and in so doing were 
assured of the seniority rights aecru- 
ing to them and of the permanence 


| of their positions. On some importiunt 


lines 50 per cent or more refused to 
join the strike. To these old loyal em- 
ployees have been added thousands 
of new men who were employed and 
could be secured only upon a definite 
promise that their services would be 


retained regurdless of the settlement 
of the strike, with all the rights ap- 
pertaining to such employment, includ: 
ing that of seniority under the working 
rules and regulations previously ap- 
proved by the Railroud Labor Board, 
“Just the Opposite Effect” 
“We especially point out that a re- 


| fusal to the old men who remained in 


the service und to the new men who 
uccepted service of the rights of senior- 
ity incident to thelr employment would 
have just the opposite effect to that de- 
sired by the President, and would most 
serlously discredit the Labor Board, 

“The hoard itself preseribed the 
rules of seniority under which the men 
referred to huve secured their senior- 
ity rights, and the railroad companies 
have neither the legal nor moral right 
to deprive .these men of those rights. 
4y public utterances since the strike 
began the bourd has reeognized and 
emphasized these rights, and to deny 
them now would, instead of upholding 
the authority of the Labor Board, over- 
throw its rules and diseredit its au- 
thority. 

*The Chairman of the Libor Board 
at the time the strike was called made 
the following public stutement;: 

“Upon one question the striking em- 
ployees should not be deceived, Their 
leader has said that the strikers 
are no longer employees of the rafl- 
Ways, and they have thus automatice 

bandoned ull the rights they 
possess under thelr agreements and 
under the decisions of the board, in- 
eluding their seniority, This Is not 
the board's action, It is their own. 

“Many carriers are giving their for- 
mer empfoyees the opportunity to re- 
enter the service within a limited 
time. It must be understood now 
that men who remained in the serve 
ice and those who are now entering 
it will have vights of senlority that 
the board could not ignore,” 


What the Proposed Plan Means 

“Ti must be understood that any pro- 
posal thut employees now on strike 
shall be permitted to return to the 
service, Without impalrment to their 
seniority, is merely another wast of 
su“vesting that those men who toak 
employment in this crisis in good faith, 
relying on the promises of the rall- 
rovds to protect them in thelr posi 
tions, these promises being justified by 
the authoritative utterances of the 
Labor Board, and thus have made pos- 
sible the continued operation of the 
rifirouds, shall now be sacrificed in 
fuyor of isen now on strike, who not 
only brought about the crisis, but, by 
their own aetion and declaration, are 
no longer employees of the riilways, 
under the jurisdictlon of the United 
States Railroad Labor Bourd, or sub- 
ject to the upplication of the Trans- 
portation aet. 

“In addition to the necessity of up- 
holding the Lubor Bourd, and uain- 
tuining the pledges made by the rall- 
rouds to the men now at work, there 
is the practical effect on the super- 
visory officers of a ylolation of the 
pledges they were nuthorized to make, 
Thelr discouragement and demorailaa- 
thon would be far wore disastrous than 
this or any other strike,”

Crimson Clover Now 


Auburn, Ala., August 15.— 
With renewed interest Ala- 
bama farmers are expected to 
turn to crimson clover this fall. 
Already many of them are mak 
ing inquiries of the county 
agents regarding it. Farmers 
who have succeeded with it 
will increase their acreage this 
year, and others will try it for 
the first time. 

In a recent discussion of 
crimson clover Professor M. J. 
Funchess calls attention to the 
fact that many attempts with 
it have resulted in failure, 
which he states is due to sever- 
al causes. Poor seed is oen of 
the main reasons for failure, 
and those who did not save 
seed last spring are advised to 
use extra care in buying them. 
Tennessee seed are suggested. 

In experiments at Auburn 
this year unhulled crimson clo- 
ver seed succeeded under num- 
erous methods of preparation, 
while on many of the plots, un- 
der identical conditions, re- 
cleaned seed varied from fail- 
ure to medium success. 

Lack of inoculation was an- 
other ec cause for failure, and 
next to it Is the lack of suffi- 
cient phosphate. Experiment- 
al work conducted during re- 
cent years with farmers throu- 
out the state have shown that 
quite a few soils do not-contain 
sufficient phosphorus for crim- 
son clover. Lack of lime may 
also be a cause of failure, but 
crimson clover does not need 
lime as badly as was once 
thought. 

Crimson clover is an excel- 
lent soil building crop. Where 
turned under a good crop is 
equé il to about twenty loads of 
barnyard manure per acre. It 
supplies both nitrogen and hu- 
mus, which are the two big fac- 
tors governing the size of our 
crop yields in Alabama.
